Western Aerospace Museum 
Thomas C. Hieronymus, Trustee 


The Western Aerospace Museum (WAM) in 
Oakland, California, will be commemorating 
the start of the first Transpacific flight from 
Oakland to Brisbane, via Hawaii and Fiji, 
seventy-five years ago--May 31-June 9, 
1928. The event, sanctioned by the 
Centennial of Flight Commission, will be 
held May 31, 2003 noon to 10 p.m. PDT, at 
WAM's facilities on North Field of 
Metropolitan Oakland International Airport. 


Among the featured speakers beside the 
son of pilot Charles Kingsford Smith will be 
the son of radio operator James Warner. 
Others will share their direct knowledge of 
these daring airmen. Original news 
footage, recordings, and a documentary 
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made for the 25th anniversary will be 
presented. The Honorary Consul from Fiji 
~and the SF Australian Consul will also be 
speaking.

Background History: Australian pioneer 
pilot Charles Kingsford Smith lifted off from 
Oakland Airport May 31, 1928, in a Fokker 
Vilb Trimotor, Southern Cross, on the first 
leg of an unprecedented transpacific flight 
to Brisbane. The crew consisted of 
Australian Charles Ulm, copilot; American 
Harry Lyon, navigator; and American 
James Warner, radio operator. The Boeing 
modified Fokker made the crossing in eight 
days. Southern Cross first landed at 
Wheeler Field in Honolulu, then at Barking 
Sands Beach on Kauai. From there it flew 
nonstop to Suva, Fiji where it landed on the 
field at Albert Park. Not able to take off 
from there with a full load of fuel, they flew 
the plane to Naselai Beach, filled up and 
took off on their final leg. The destination 
was Eagle Farm Airdrome outside of 
Brisbane, Australia. Huge crowds were on 
hand to greet the plane and give the crew a 
hero's welcome. This epic and dangerous 
transoceanic flight in a fragile plane 


captured the imagination of people around — 


the world who followed their progress by 
radio broadcast much the same way as the 
first lunar landing was watched forty years 
later. Large crowds turned out to give Smith 
and his crew a hero's welcome.

(which | do!) for several years.

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Field Day 2003 Results 
Peter Hoffman, W6DEIl, Co-Chair 


As usual, EBARC's Field Day activities were 
thoroughly enjoyed by all who were able to 
attend. While band conditions were not as 
good as last year (few 15 meter contacts and 
nothing on 10 meters) our QSO totals were still 
pretty impressive. Perhaps the most 
significant technical improvement over years 
past was the location of the CW and SSB yagi 
antennas. This year we basically tripled the 
physical separation of these antennas (to 
about 300 feet) and virtually eliminated the 
interference that has plagued us in the past. 
And while we "lost" the SSB yagi about 1 hour 
into the competition, a spare was quickly 
erected by our energetic, expert, and ad-hoc 
antenna construction team. So very little time 
was lost. 


Our total claimed score (still to be verified by 
the ARRL) was 6590 points. This included 
1103 CW QSOs, 539 SSB QSOs, anda 
multiplier of 2 for using 150 watts or less. We 


_also got bonus points for 100% emergency 


power, recognition by elected officials, set up 
in public place, information booth, NTS 
message to Section Manager, 10 formal NTS 
messages passed, W1AW message copied, 
solar powered QSOs, and demonstrations of 
non-traditional modes. 


Many thanks to all who participated in this 


year's event and helped to make it another 
enjoyable and successful one.

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Following the Southern Cross to Brisbane 
J. Walter Frates, 6CZR 
[excerpted from August 1928 QST, describing ham 
contacts with the first transatlantic airplane flight] . 


The flight of the Southern Cross, KHAB, from the 
Oakland Airport to Brisbane, Australia, across the 
untraveled airways of the broad Pacific, was not only the 
greatest feat in the history of aviation, but also the final 
proof of the great value of short-wave radio 
communication for aviation and a great triumph for the 
amateur radio operators. 


Although they received tremendously important and 
valuable assistance from commercial stations in the 
United States, Hawaii and Australia, Kingsford-Smith, 
Ulm, Captain Lyons and James Warner owe a debt of 
gratitude to that indomitable fraternity which is amateur 
radio, for they found that where there are land and 
people there is not always a commercial station but 
there is always an amateur. On that long breath-taking 
hop from Kauai in the Hawaiians to Suva in the Fijis, 
when daylight placed a limit to the range of the 
transmitter, lonely amateur operators at cable stations in 
some of the smaller isles watched over them and let the 
world know of their progress and well-being. 


KHAB carried three transmitters, a short-wave tuned- 
plate tuned-grid, made by Ralph Heintz, 6XBB, of San 
Francisco, a 600-meter rig, and an auxiliary distress 
arrangement. The short-wave transmitter was used 
mostly, although Warner, the operator, went to 600 at 
various times to get bearings from passing ships and 
shore stations. The short wave transmitter utilized a 50- 
watt tube and was powered by wind-driven generators 
on the wings. It operated on 33.5 meters and was kept 
closed when the operator was not sending. Radio 
beacons were received on the plane but Warner had 
difficulty with them at various times. 


As it passed out the Golden Gate, the Southern Cross 
QSO’'ed 6ARD, a non-amateur station operated by the 
San Francisco Examiner. Later it called 6AM and other 
coast amateurs but failed to hook. Throughout the day 
a steady watch was maintained from San Francisco and 
Oakland. 6IP and 6CZR copied the plane from 6OT, 
furnishing information to the general public. 6CKC, 
6BFU, and 6JS did likewise for an Oakland newspaper. 
6RJ furnished dope to a broadcasting station. 6ALX and 
6CGM assisted the other A.R.R.L. operators. 6AHB was 
also part of the listening staff, as was G6EDK. In San 
Francisco 6ARD attended to the wants of its proprietors, 
and 6KW kept a watch for a press association. 


Amateur operators did not copy messages addressed to 
6ARD, the San Francisco Examiner, or personal 
messages, in spite of the fact that they were sent "QST 
6ARD de KHAB" and that it was an emergency case in 


which the general public was interested. In the early 
evening, after about an hour on 600 meters, KHAB 
returned on short waves and Warner sent a broadcast to 
all amateurs informing them that the San Francisco 
Examiner would prosecute all those giving out 
messages addressed to 6ARD, under previous 
contracts. Some time later the men on the plane must 
have realized the injustice of this and of their danger if 
every amateur shut off his receiver, for with the 
statement, “the world deserves to know what is going on 
with the Southern Cross,” they began to send 
information about the progress of the flight under a 
general Q.S.T. non-addressed. The incident brought up 
an interesting question as to whether an SOS would be 
considered by the Examiner as its personal property, 
and, if every amateur shut off his set and 6ARD could 
not receive the distress call, whether previous contracts 
would benefit the airmen following its transmission. 


From the twilight hours of the first evening, a constant 
watch was maintained at 6CZR by the writer and 6IP, 
with the assistance of 6EDK, 6AHH, 6BDO and Earle 
Ennis, writer and experimenter, until the plane passed 
the Loyalty Islands and daylight put an end to further 
work. KHAB's signal strength varied from R4 to R7 and 
8 during the entire flight. The greatest signal strength 
was recorded when the plane was nearing Honolulu and 
the sun was shining brightly on the Pacific Coast. The 
note was rougher than that of the Dallas Spirit, [a prior, 
unsuccessful flight-editor] particularly on the Kauai-Suva 
hop when the plane struck bad weather and Smithy 
maneuvered it with inhuman skill to 10,000 feet. Bad 
swinging was also noticed. Reports from wire services 
in San Francisco indicated that amateur reports were 
beating those of "non-amateur" stations, Navy radio and 
the commercial companies. Some of the latter lost the 
signals entirely. However, 6KW continued to maintain 
his watch in San Francisco for the press services, and 
the plane's signals still droned into 6CZR. 


In Alaska a number of amateurs were asked to QRX for 
the plane's signals and did so, among them NA6ZZE at 
Bristol Bay and NA7LY. Seventh-District amateurs 
scored at various times by furnishing perfect copy when 
copy in the Sixth District was patchy. A Seventh-District 
amateur did all operators a favor when he got into 
communication with a Nicaraguan station on the plane's 
wave and asked him to QRT as he was QRMing the 
signals. 


In the not-far-distant future when aerial fleets will be 
making transcontinental and transoceanic passenger 
and freight flights and will carry on their radio 
communication on a short-wave band similar to the 
marine work on 600 meters, a great deal of the credit for 
the work will be due to the pioneering efforts of the 
amateur, who devoted his time and equipment 
unselfishly for the advancement of the art and without a 
pecuniary interest.

President’s Soapbox 
Randy Jenkins, KA6BQF 


As we approach the end of summer, there are 
several topics that | would like to bring to the 
table. 


It's time to get a nominating committee 
together to find candidates for the 2004 club 
officers. The nominating committee contacts 
club members about running for election. We 
need two to three members to perform this 
task, and report back with nominations before 
the October meeting. The election is at the 
November meeting. In order to keep the club 
going, we need members to participate as club 
officers. Please consider saying yes when 
asked to serve. 


There is something called broadband over 
power lines, or BPL, which is currently being 
tested in several states. Digital data between 
2 and 80 Ml is being sent over unshielded 
power lines to provide Internet connectivity. 
The FCC says that RF interference levels 
should be acceptable. Measurements in 
current test areas by the ARRL indicate that 
RF noise levels of between S-2 and S-9 are 


generated across the HF bands. These 
emissions are in excess of the allowable levels 
for Part 15 devices. The FCC is studying 
revisions to Part 15 to accommodate these 
emission levels. 

If implemented, BPL will have a strongly 
negative effect on HF and VHF low band 
communications. Power lines will act as 
unshielded transmission lines, radiating RF 
noise at high levels, unlike the current cable 
and telephone wire based systems. Not only 
Amateur communications will be effected; 
governmental, broadcast, and public service 
agencies currently use the frequency spectrum 
in question (for instance, Red Cross on 49 
MHz). Weak signal work and QRP may be 
overwhelmed by the noise levels generated. 
Because the data transmissions come over an 
unshielded source, they are subject to 
interference from radio transmissions from 
licensed services. (If you have TVI problems 
with your neighbors now, think about when you 
disrupt their high-speed Internet connection 
simply by legally getting on the air, blocks 
away?) | urge every member of EBARC to 
write or e-mail their Congressperson and 
Senators, telling them that you oppose the 
FCC's implementation of broadband over 
power lines. We need our voices heard, to 
counterbalance the economic and political 
pressures being applied by the electric power 
industry, which sees this as a large potential 
revenue source. For further information, see 
the ARRL and Pacific Division web sites. 
[Randy adds the following “late note” — Editor] 
It appears that FCC will terminate its 
Broadband over Power Lines initiative after the 
NTIA (National Telecommunications Industry 
Association) sided with ARRL in objecting.

ARRL REBUKES FCC COMMISSIONER'S 
"BROADBAND NIRVANA" REMARKS 


[excerpt from ARRL Letter Vol. 22, No. 38, 9/26/2003] 


The ARRL has strongly objected to FCC 
Commissioner Kathleen Q. Abernathy's suggestion that 
Broadband over Power Line (BPL) technology will contribute 
to what she described as "broadband Nirvana." Addressing 
the United Powerline Council's annual conference September 
22 in Arlington, Virginia, Abernathy expressed unabashed 
enthusiasm for BPL and recommended a combination of 
regulatory restraint and the elimination or substantial 
modification of existing rules as steps along the "path to 
Enlightenment," as she put it. 

In a terse response faxed September 25 on behalf of 
the League's 155,000 members, ARRL Chief Executive 
Officer David Sumner, K1ZZ, asserted that Abernathy 
overlooked some significant issues in her Nirvana analogy. 
"Nightmare is more like it," Sumner declared. "The technical 
showings submitted by the ARRL and others in response to 
the Commission's Notice of Inquiry (NOI) in ET Docket No. 
03-104 clearly establish that BPL is a significant source of 
radio spectrum pollution. It cannot be implemented without 
causing harmful interference to over-the-air radio services." 
Sumner told Abernathy that while BPL industry groups, such 
as the one she addressed this week, prefer to deny the 
evidence, the FCC is obliged to work to a higher standard. In 
its comments in response to the FCC NOI, the League 
characterized BPL as "a Pandora's Box of unprecedented 
proportions" and said the Commission's Part 15 rules "should 
be modified so as to prevent interference to users of the HF 
and low VHF spectrum" from the outset. Abernathy's speech, 
"Reaching Broadband Nirvana,” never broached the topic of 
BPL's potential to interfere with other radio services. 

Recently, the National Telecommunications and 
Information Administration (NTIA) www.ntia.gov which 
regulates spectrum allocated to federal government users-- 
expressed "broad concerns" about interference to government 
users and launched an extensive modeling, analysis and 
measurement program for BPL. 

In his letter, Sumner reminded Abernathy that the 
radio spectrum is a precious natural resource. "To squander 
that resource simply to add a redundant, unnecessary, and 
relatively poorly performing ‘last mile' connection for 
consumers, is unconscionable," he said. Sumner expressed the 
hope that Abernathy will give the League an early 
Opportunity to explain its BPL concerns to her in person. 

In her remarks to the UPLC gathering, Abernathy 
contended that it's been regulatory restraint rather than 
heavy-handed regulation that has allowed nascent platforms 
such as direct broadcast satellite (DBS) to become 
competitively viable. "When the Commission completes this 
rulemaking," she said, "I expect that we will eliminate many 
existing rules and substantially modify others; the central 
question is the degree of regulation that will remain during 
the transition to a more robustly competitive market."

VIRGINIA BPL STARTUP SPARKS ARRL RESPONSE 


The ARRL this week put officials in Manassas, 
Virginia, on notice that the League will act 
on behalf of its members to ensure full 
compliance with FCC regulations when the 
city's Broadband over Power Line (BPL) system 
starts up in a few months. The League was 
responding to media reports that Manassas-~-a 
Washington, DC, suburb--has approved plans 
for a citywide BPL rollout. Manassas City 
Council reportedly voted unanimously October 
16 to grant a 10-year franchise to Prospect 
Street Broadband to expand a BPL field trial 
and offer high-speed Internet service to the 
entire community over municipal power lines. 
ARRL CEO David Sumner, K1ZZ, on October 22 
faxed Manassas Mayor Marvin L. Gillum to 
point out BPL's dark side—-the potential for 
RF interference from and to any BPL system. 


"Your advisors no doubt have made the Council 
fully aware of the great potential for radio 
interference from such a system," Sumner 
said. "In particular, you are no doubt well 
aware that Title 47 CFR §15.5 requires that 
no harmful interference is caused to any 
radiocommunication service, and that the 
operator shall be required to cease operation 
upon notification by a Federal Communications 
Commission representative that the device is 
causing harmful interference." Sumner noted 
thatpthe same FCC. Part.15 rule also.provides 
no protection against interference from the 
operation of an authorized radio station. 


"Tests conducted by ARRL technical personnel 
have shown that the system planned to be 
deployed in Manassas causes harmful 
interference to the Amateur Radio service," 
Sumner said. "We also have reason to believe 
that the system will be susceptible to 
interference from normal amateur station 
operations.” 


An article in Potomac News.com touted the 
impending Manassas BPL rollout as the first 
of its type in the US. Sumner said he was 
writing to alert the City of Manassas 
behalf of its members who live in and use the

public thoroughfares of Manassas" that the 
ARRL "will ensure that there is full 
compliance with the FCC regulations" once the 
city's BPL system is in operation. 


Prospect Street Broadband reportedly will 
offer the BPL service for $29.95 a month. One 
estimate predicts the city stands to gain up 
to $4.5 million over the 10-year life of the 
contract, due to be signed this week. 


The Manassas BPL field trial is one of the 
smallest now under way and involves fewer 
than a dozen homes and businesses. It was 
installed in an area that has underground 
utility wiring and no Amateur Radio licensees 
nearby. 


BPL articles in major media have proliferated 
in recent weeks, many of them painting the 
service in rosy hues and neglecting to point 
out the potential for radio interference to 
and from BPL by other HF spectrum occupants. 
An October 13 article in The Wall Street 
Journal, "A New Outlet," by Walin Wong, 
quotes one trial user who calls the service 
"fantastic." But Wong also notes that one 
"Achilles" heel"? of BPL ds) that! serving! rural 
areas would require installing costly 
repeaters every mile or so along the power 
line. The article also deals with the 
reluctance on the part of some electric 
utilities to embrace the technology. 


Sumner also reacted to the WSJ article. In a 
letter to the editor not yet published, he 
pointed out that BPL "amounts to sending a 
wideband radio signal over unshielded wires 
that were not designed for the purpose" and 
that do not work well for the 2 to 80 MHz 
signals common in BPL systems. Instead, "they 
function as antennas," he said, and that can 
lead to interference to radio services, 
including some involved with public safety. 


Sumner said potential broadband technology 
and delivery investors would be far better 
off considering fiber in densely populated 
areas and adaptations of wireless LAN 
technology#in) ruralsareas- 


TEXAS ANTENNA CASE SHOWS PRB-1 IS NO PAPER 
TIGER 


A Texas amateur antenna case has affirmed 
again that the limited federal preemption 
known as PRB-1 http://www.arrl.org/ 
FandES/field/regulations/local/prb-1.html has 
teeth when it comes to compelling 
municipalities to reasonably accommodate 
Amateur Radio communication. It took some 
time, persistence and considerable 
aggravation, but in the end the US District 
Court for the Southern District of Texas-- 
Houston Division ruled in favor of Orin 
Snook, KB5F, of Missouri City. The vcourt 
determined in late August that Snook could 
keep his 114-foot antenna structure. 


In a 63-page Findings of Fact and Conclusions 
of Law http://users3.evl.net/ 


~osnook/34.pdf that Snook has posted on his 
Web site, US District Judge David Hittner 
said the city "failed to meet the FCC's 
requirement of reasonably accommodating 
Snook's amateur communication needs in 
accordance with PRB-1." Missouri City had 
attempted to limit Snook's tower to 65 feet, 
limit the size of his antenna array and 
required removal of the 100-foot structure 
for which it already had granted him a 
building permit. Snook, who is ARRL Fort Bend 
County Emergency Coordinator and an Official 
Emergency Station, argued that he needed the 
higher structure to permit him to operate VHF 
and UHF effectively in an emergency. 


The court declared the city's height 
restrictions, antenna array restrictions and 
structure removal requirement "preempted, 
void and unenforceable." Hittner ordered the 
city to grant Snook a specific use permit 
allowing his tower and antennas to remain, 
although Snook must maintain an existing 
screening of mature trees surrounding the 
tower. 


Although Texas adopted a PRB-1 statute in 
1999, it was Snook who made the city 
council aware of PRB-1. Even so, the city 
rejected the recommendation of its planner 
and building inspector to issue Snook 
whatever permit was necessary under the 
relevant federal law. 


The court found the city "failed to attempt 
to negotiate a satisfactory compromise with 
Snook" and rejected consideration of any 
height extending above the trees. Snook 
secured the services of professional engineer 
Kent Marshall, W5TXV, who testified to 
Snook's need for a 100-foot structure instead 
of the compromise 65 footer. 


For Snook, Hittner's, decision is half, sein 
because he failed to prevail on several other 
non-PRB-1 issues, including purported 
malicious prosecution and his convictions on 
21 counts of violating city statutes in the 
course of the years-long row. Snook alleges 
that his wife also lost her job with the city 
as a result of the dispute. The battle, he 
estimates, also has left him some $35,000 
poorer. "It's a tough victory that's 
extremely hollow right now," Snook told ARRL. 
"The 21 criminal convictions of ordinances 
Written after the antenna went up were 
largely ignored." Hittner determined that the 
city had, indeed, changed its ordinance, then 
required Snook to comply with it, even though 
it already had issued him a building permit 
in 1999. 


Snook also points out that while the court 
ordered the city to pay his costs, that does 
not include his attorneys fees or a damage 
award. In addition, the city gets to keep its 
ordinance--which he'd tried to get thrown 
out. "The judge ruled strongly in our favor 
but protected the city as best he could TOO, |. 
he said.

Club Station Work Party Report 
Texx Woodworth, KG6ATH 


These are the results of the club station work 
party of one, KG6ATH, on 2003 Nov 11. 


1) Water service is NOT restored! 


2) The old master sheet for making station 
access logs was suffering from itself having 
been photocopied too many times. I made a 
new one and printed 50 copies. The station 
access log now has pages in it. 


3) Stanton was concerned that something may 
happen to the tower before the Red Cross 
antennae are rescued. | removed the top 
Antenna and placed it at the Red Cross 
operating position in the VHF room. | need to 
meet with Stanton to handle the rest. 


4) | surveyed and cleaned the rain gutters 
(what's left of them). | found all to be level full 
of mud with several inches of leaves on top of 
that. 


5) | removed trash from the roof of the station. 
(Tennis balls, golf balls, bottles, Cans, rocks, 
rotten sneaker, old binder etc.) 


6) | cleaned out the valley between the two 
roof peaks. Several inches of leaves covered 
another 5" layer of mud. | removed most of it. 
The debris was so deep that water 
accumulating there would end up deep enough 
to overflow the metal flashing and thus run 
down the inside of the wall. 


7) I surveyed the roof. The slope towards the 
lawn area of the park shows wear, but is not 
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nearly as bad as the other three sections. The 
slope of the HF side that faces toward the East 
Bay hills and both slopes of the VHF roof are 
well into failure. The shingles are 
disintegrating. The roofing paper under the 
lower layer of shingles seems to have already 
disintegrated. | can find no trace of it. 


There are two layers of composition shingles. 
Re-roofing requires that both existing layers be 
removed before new shingles can be installed, 
per building code. Since the roofing paper 
beneath the lower layer is gone, removing both 
layers is even more important. At that time, 
the wooden roof sheathing must also be 
examined for damage. 


There are some temporary measures that can 
be employed to restore the roof to water tight 
until such time as we can do a proper roof 
repair. 


As roofing jobs go, the station is fairly small 
and shouldn't cost too much. With donation 
from local hardware firms, it should be even 
cheaper. If help is available from Red Cross 
toward part of the roof, the costs will drop even 
lower. 


8) | untangled the tower lock lines from the 
disk cone antenna, coiled them, and attached 
them to the tower screen with cable ties. The 
outer mantle of the upper lock line has 
separated from the inner cord. This suggests 
that weather may soon make the tower lock 
lines break, thus making it difficult to lower the 
tower for maintenance. | suggest replacement 
of the tower lock lines, which will involve a 
work party to lower the tower. 


Summary: This report may seem depressing 
from the outset, but this scale of repair is 
something that is only required every 20 to 30 
years or so. Considering that these are 


buildings that were only meant to be temporary | 


and have survived close to 60 years, we are 
doing pretty well. 


Southern California Fires: 
News from John Percival, WI6O 


[The following is an email to Ron Smith, 
KE6RS, from John, used with permission] 


Hi Ron: Yes, I'm back with phone service 
tonight after 17 days without it at home since 
the fires damaged poles and lines coming out 
into my "neck of the woods" north outside the 
city limits of Moorpark. The fires were burning 
in the canyons and park area to the east of me 
on Saturday afternoon Oct. 25, and being 
pushed south and west by the winds. They 
kept coming closer, and by 11 p.m. that night, 
they were burning right up to the property 
across the street and up the road from the 
place where | am renting a studio type 
apartment from a family here on the same 
property. It got so bad that we evacuated 
shortly past 11 p.m. and went to the parents of 
the man | rent from. They graciously let me 
take refuge with them there about 6 miles 
away in Moorpark. We were allowed to come 
back home around 2:30 a.m., after the Fire 
Department did a great job of saving the 
homes here and around us from the fire. Even 
after we got back here, we were up the rest of 
the night keeping the little fire flare-ups from 
growing any bigger, using garden hoses and 
shovels. It was 5:30 a.m. before we could 
relax enough to get some rest. That Sunday 
morning and day, some spots were still 
smoldering, but we were out of danger.

There is a huge selection of free ham software 
that will run on a computer with a sound card. | 
found that while playing with different software 
applications, | was constantly crawling under 
the table in my shack to change connections 
on the sound card jacks in the back of my 
computer. So, | made up some cables with 1/8- 
inch phone plugs and connected them to 1/8- 
inch jacks on a panel on a shelf above my 
radios. The plugs are then plugged into the 
"Line In" and "Sound Out” jacks on the sound 
card. Now I can easily change my setup to suit 
different needs. 


A similar patch panel was made for my 
homebrew sound card interface. The jacks are 
labeled 'Receive In’ (connected to radio 
speaker), 'Receive Out’ (connected to Line In 
of sound card), ‘Transmit In' (connected to 
Sound Out of sound card), and 'Transmit Out' 
(connected to microphone in of radio). Again, 
1/8-inch phone jacks are used for the external 
connections. 


Finally, patch panels were made for my HF 
and 2-meter radios that bring out the speaker, 
microphone, and PTT connections to 1/8-inch 
phone jacks. 


| can run PSK31, SSTV, packet, HF digital 
modes, and who knows what else on HF or 
VHF just by plugging cables into the 
appropriate phone jacks. Now all | need is 
some spare time to play! 


It is possible to run packet without using a 
TNC by installing the AGW packet engine and 
running a packet program such as WinPacket 
(http:/www.elcom.gr/sv2agw/otherp.htm). The 
link contains all software required.
